2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to disclose a potting machine for potting flowerpots having a labeling device 
comprising a dispensing tongue, a positioning device comprising a first joint and having 
a positioning arm for pivoting the labeling device around a first pivot axis via the first 
joint and positioning the dispensing tongue against the flowerpots, the labeling device 
comprising a second joint enabling the dispensing tongue to be inclined as a function of 
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the comicality of the flowerpots and wherein the labeling device is able to pivot about a 
longitudinal axis of at least one positioning arm via the second joint, and wherein the 
first pivot axis and the longitudinal axis are generally perpendicular to each other.
